REFORM OF THE HOUSE OF LORDS.

«KKTINQ AT BIRMINGHAM.SPEKCHRa AND RESO¬
LUTION IN FAVOR OF A RKORO ANIMATION OF
THE HOUSK.

On the 22d of Anjrust a Liberal demonstration
took place in the Town Hall of Birmingham, England, In
favor of a reform In the House of Lords. Mr. George
Dixon, M. P., was present. Mr. J. B. Wright, Chairman
of the Bli mingham Liberal Association, presided. The
meeting was one of the largest held In that city for a

long time. The Chali man said that Birmtngtietn bad
often given the key-note to the country on such ques¬
tions. The people of that city were the first on that
occasion te hold ¦ public meeting, but before next Par¬
liament he had no doubt that tbe country would have
pronounced emphatically on that subject. [Cheer».] The
Question was ao sees than that of the continuance of the
prerogative of the aocoud Chaml>er of the Legislature,
but the recent Insult« given to tbe people o' England led
ihesa seriously to consider whether that prerogative
should be continued. (Cheers.) The unloosing of tbe
Church from Its moorings to the State [loud cheers] and
other question* could not be left to the tender mercies of
the peers, and it would be necessary soon to have a really
vital change in the House of Lords. [Renewed cheering J
Mr. Geo. Dixon, M. P., who was received most enthu¬

siastically, reviewed the leading poluto of the Ballot bill

In a speech which wa* warmly cheered. He dwelt on

the importance of throwing the expenses of elections on
the ratea, this being the only means by which a poor
working;man could be elected. Tbo plea of the Lords
that tbe? had not time to consider the bill which they
bad thrown out, wa« a declaration that they were either
unwilling or incapable of performing the duties for
which they exist. How was the House of Lords to be
lealt wltrit [Cries of "Turn them out."]. "We
must take care that in reforming the House of Lords,"
ne said, " we do not strengthen It« present prerogative«,
au elective House might be strouger than au hereditary
»ne; and one thing we mn«t secure, that the Chamber
.hall bein« forward have the power to veto a measure

»ely onie." [Much cheering.) Ho said hot did not even
«brink from abolishing the House of Lords. [Prolonged
sheering.
A resolution was adopted declaring It to be imperative

that the constituí loa of the second Chamber should be
so modified se to bring It ruto harmony with public
»pusten.
UEKTING AT LEEDS.CENSURE OF THE nOCSE OF

LORDS AND COMMENDATION OF THE HOUSE
OF COMMONS.

A crowded meeting was held at Leeds, En¬
gland, on the evening of the 23d of August, the Mayor
presiding, to consider the conduct of the House of Borda
in reference to the Ballot bill. The resolutions, which
were all but unanimously passed, recorded a protest
against the unceremonious manner lu which the Lords
had treated tbe wishes of the country, and tendered the
tliMiiks of the assembly to the Government for their de¬
termination to push the bill through the Commons dur-
jig the session lost dosed. A hop*, was expressed that
;he bill, amended so a* to provide for keeping open the
poll until 8 o'clock, will be Introduced early next see-
-ion. The meeting further resolved: "That, as the House
:.f Lord« refused to consider the Ballot bill in the month
of August, alleging want of time mm the ezcuae. the time
lias come when It 1» necessary to couslder the constitu¬
tion of the Assembly with a view to bring It Into practl-
rul harmony with a House of Commons elected on the
bdHls of universal suffrage." The speakers Included
Alderman Curler, M. P., Alderman Joy, Aldeimau Tat¬
ham, Councilor Nettleton, and Mr. T. R Clarke.

MEXICO AND GKEAT IttilTAIN.
DISCUSSION IN TUE BRITISH PARLIAMENT.OF¬

FICIAL STATEMENT OF ENGLAND'S ATTITUDE
TOWARD MEXICO.

In the British House of Commons on the 19th
ult, Mr. Sheridan callad attention to the position of Brit¬
ish subject* In Mexico, pending the non-renewal by Eng¬
land of diplomatic communication« with that »tate, and

asked what steps the Government proposed to take to

trotect English subject« who were unpaid creditors of
léxico, and whose Interests were made the subject of

special treaty in 1869-60, by a diplomatic convention
known a* tbe Dunlop ana Aldbsni Convention, and
moved for paper*. He said that in order that the mont y
might be punctually paid by Mexico, the creditors bad
consented that the Interest should lu. reduced to three
per cent. Notwithstanding tbat concession the In¬
terest had not been paid to the creditors, and
the bonded debt awouuled to |7o,000,000. Mexico
had sent home the English representatives, and in
that wai attempted to get rid of her largest creditors.
This wa* a device which one could only exiieot to see

adopted by s «hallow knave. At that moment there was

a mixed commission sitting at Washington to decide the
claim* of American subjects against Mexico, and within
the last week Germany had startled the world by declar¬
ing that the claims of her Prussian subject», with refer¬
ence to Roumanian bonds, would be made an International
uuestlou. He hoped tbat tea Foreign Secretary would
deal with the wnole subject In the spirit in which Lord
Clarendon alway* regarded It; that be would help uni
bondholder* a« far us luv in Id* power, and that he would
couoeut to receive, at lu* earliest convenience, a depura¬
tion from the bondholder*.
Lord LuneId regretted that the honorable gentleman

had not Introduced this question, which was of consider¬
able Importance and difficulty, at an earlier period of
tbe session, saying the House wa* aware that all diplo¬
matic relation* between Great Britain and Mexico were
Muyeaded. The Mexican Government refused to bold
any diplomatie eonuuuulcattoa* with the agents of tbe
Pswere which recognised the dynasty and rule of the
late Emperor Maximilian, and Her Majesty's Govern-
cueat fete to waa not posstote, ander thone elreamstauoea.
Sa peatanita any dlplocsattc Intercourse with Mex¬
ico. On Um Mth of October, U»t, Mr. Middle¬
ton, who thoa rssn-cssatsd British interest* ia Mex¬
ico,waa »awaitite WaaMj bl* p***port,and he left th*t
«Matty. The satae rsmarfe applied to the English Con-
arMJtiaMsl genos that tisse au dlpiossatio eouimunloa-
tiocM had kee* interrupted,en* at she pressât mom*ut It
wa* saly taroagh the Inatraaaeataoty at Lloyd's agent
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ment the opinion which Her Majesty's Govern¬
ment entertained on the subject, and he told tbem that,
In their view, the Dunlop and Aldharn Convention was

as binding as any other treaty engagement. Lord En¬
field said he believed be was Justified tn stating to the
House that the Mexican Government Bid net disown the
legal obligation of that convention, but that they looked
unen all oonveations as being abrogated in coaneoucnce
of the suspension of diplomatic relations between the
twooountriea Mr. hhendan would doubtless recognise,
the deUeate position in which Her MahetyiGovernment
waa placed erith regard to Mexico. Any assurance would
be premature, but Lord Enfield said hu would suggest to
Mr. Sheridsn that the case of the bondholders should be

carefully submitted to Earl Granville, who, after his
return from Scotland, would no doubt give bis patient
attention to the whole subject. Meanwhile, it was hoped
that the Mexican Government would reconsider the
position they had taken up, and would, either of their
own accord or through toe instrumentality of some
friendly Power, make the first advance« toward Greet
Britain.advances which would be met in »spirit of
friendship »nd cordiality. [Hear, hear.]

THE AMERICAN DEPUTATION TO THE CZAR.
St reuntmrt [Aug. II) tavraJaaaaW of 77m London Standard.
The Rumian paper» compriment the Chan¬

cellor on bis answer to the delegates from the Evangel¬
ical Alliance, and the Moeeow GauUc asks what the
Americans would think if the Russian» were te proffer
their advice to the Government of the United States
about the Mormons, and what Lord Granville would say
to an Orthodox deputation that presumed to Interfere
in favor of the Irish Catholics. The Mosoow paper as¬
serts that In reality the foreign religious communities
here enjoy more liberty than the Orthodox Church itself.
Government grants are made In favor of the churches,
schools, and seminaries, net only of the Christian com-
tmnittles of various denominations, but even of those
imlongiug to the Jews and Mohammedans. In
a«pecuniary point of view the Orthodox clergy are worse
off than the ministers of any other religion in Russia.
the Roman Catholic clergy in Poland are much better
paid than the Russlau clergy But though the delegates
failed to obtain any immediate result It must not be
concluded that their pains have been thrown away ; it
may yet be seen that their manifestation bas done some
good to the Protestantcause. In the midst of the multi¬
farious reforms in Russia the religious question has
hardly been touched. But its turn will come, and when
the time for its solution arrives, the opinions of the
Protestants of Europe, expressed through such sn In¬
fluential body, will undoubtedly have considerable
weight _

The defensive works at the mouth of the
Weser are to be strengthened by the erection of two new
forts, one of which will be built on tbe Langltit)e.nsand,
about 8,000 feet further down the stream than the works
now in course) of eotutruotloa there, while the other will
be situated in the vicinity of Bremen. When these are

completed, the defenses of the Weser will consist of four
powerful works from which a double cross-fire might be
opened on a hostile fleet A steamboat has been sent
from Kiel for the purpose of running between Geeste-
uiiinde and Fort LengliitJeusand, »ntl as soon as the
fortifications are complete the bridge which now unites
the fort with the mainland will be broken down, and the
former surrounded by water.
The newly built screw advtce-ehlps Nautilus and Alba¬

tross will, next year, Join the German East Asiatic squad¬
ron, which will then consist of four veasels with «8 guns.
The Nautilus"and the Albatross have buen specially con¬
structed and fitted up for this branch of the service, but
the experience of late years bas led to the conviction
that it will be well to modify the plan of constructing a
fleet exclvsively of corvettes for this station, aa in spite
of the avivant«gea arising from their superior «peed, tim

comparative weakness of their artillery makes them
much less formidable than the heavy, or even the middle-
sized frigates of the English or the French navy. The
question Is therefore now under consideration whether It
may not be advisable to send one or two frigates of a
middle size to the East Asiatic waters, whioh might then
be accompanied by a number of swift advice-boats of
light draft, but arraod with heavy artillery, for the pur¬
pose of pursuing and destroying the pirate vessels which
Iufest those seas. In the original plan, the place of the
proposed frigates was to be taken by ironclad corvette»,
and the Hansa, now In course of construction, was in¬
tended for this purpose. The unwieldy character of the
iron-oladi, however, render them but Ill-suited for seas

exposed to sudden and violent storms, bounded by dan¬
gerous coast«, and full of hidden rocks, where, too, In
case their machines were injured or any other accident
occurred, they could not Ike properly repaired. On the
other hand. It does not seem advisable to diminish the
small number of iron-clad« which Germany at present
hue at her disposal by sending one to so distant a station.

MISREPRESENTATIONS CORRECTED.A HlSTOET
OF THE WHOLE TRANSACTION.

To (As Editor ot The Tribune.

Sir : Daring the past two weeks a great
deal has boen said in the public prest la regard to the
collection of the war dalma of Pennsylvania upor. the
General Government. The statements thus made are In
conflict with each other, and st variance, more or less,
with the facts of the case. As the matter has been pre¬
sented, it Is calculated to mislead the public Judgment as

to the honesty and fidelity of the State Administration.
It to equally due, therefore, to the authorities and the

people ef the Commonwealth that the whole truth re¬

specting the gravo matter In question should be made

known. The unkind and bitter discussions In the news¬

papers have baea observed by msny of»sur best eitlsens
of all partie» with surprise and regret. A» a Republican
friend of Gov. Geary, and a lover of Justice and fair deal¬

ing, I have carefully examined this whole subject, and
deem it proper to correct the various misrepresentation»
that have boen made to the publlo by giving
the true history and the real fact*

of t!ie whole transaction, substantiated by
documente obtained from official source*, andJI ask that

the truth may now be as extensively circulated as havo

been the errors it to intended to correct. (1.) The Gen¬

eral Government had claim« against the State for KMM.OOO,
advanced Sept 19,1861, to aid the Stete in the equipment
of troops, and 11,304,711 43, the State's quota of a direct

tax levied on the several States for war purposes by act
of Congress, (i.) As an offset to the United States claims,
the Stat« had vast numbers of small vouchers for expen¬
diture* for the transportation, subsistence, and eiuip-
miiit of troops, and otlior expense« Incidental thereto,
amounting lu the aggregate to 13,118,418 S3. (3.) To col¬

lect these claims of the BUto agaiust the General Gov¬

ernment, end to adjust and settle the accounts respec¬
tively, CoL Morton McMlchael, Jr., wa* appointed Agent
of the State by Gov. Curtin, Dee. 34, 1861. (4.) During
the term of Col. McMlchael's agency he filed State claims

against the Government In the proper department« at

Washington, as follows :

Of this aum he aucceeded In obtaining the allowance
of only His 60. At the expiration of the agent's term of

office, the balance of the State's account, amounting to
.3,118,308 83, wa* suspended and disallowed. This was

mainly for the reason that ho bad failed to produce each
satisfactory evidence as In the Judgment of the Federal
accounting officers was necessary to establUb the validity
of the vouchers. (6.) From the time when bl» agenoy
ceased, until the Spring of 1867, no further efforts appear
to have been made to settlo the vouchers of the State,
»mosof which had been filed upward of five years. Lato
In the session of the General Assembly of that year the
following preamble and Joint resolution were Introduced,
and unanimously passed through both Houses :

Hassall, Philadelphia, having boen strongly reoom-

Geary, In accordance with the foregoing reso¬
lution. After the Governor had signed the resolution
and appointed the agent, upon reGxamlnatton he per¬
ceived that the resolution had not been made sufficiently
binding upon the agent; that it did not designate to
whom the moneys, if any were collected, should be paid,
nor when, nor require the agent to give boud for the
faithful performance of his duty ; and so, to supply its
deficiencies before issuing to the scent bl* commission,
the Governor required him to sign the following agree¬
ment :

And now In regard to the résolution authorizing the
appointing of an agent, and the agreement under which
he was to perform hi* «lutr, a few words of explanation
will be proper In this place. The resolution wa* nut
finally «etea upon till a late period of the session. The
impression of the members was, perhaps without ex¬

ception, that but little r.oiM be resllsed. Col.
McMlchael's attempt to collect the claim» ho had filed,
during the admlnlatrattou of Gov. Curtin, hail signally
failed. The dlftioulth's that would lm]H'dc the tusk of col¬
lection of old and rejected claims were known to be many
and great; thone circumstance« mainly account for the
manifestly loose and unguarded character of the resolu¬
tion. The same circumstances, lu a measure, influenced
the character of the agreement. Tbe Governor «bared
with the General Assembly tbo lmpressiou that but little
money would bo collecte«!. This tuet ivccouiit* for the
smallsess of the sum in which tbe agent wa* reqnlred to
give bond. He presumed that the agent would at no
«tage of hi* proceeding* have any large «um* of money
In hand, and consequently felt that In requiring an an¬
nual report to himself, and a semi-annual report to the
State Treasurer, together with a bond In the sum at
tio.ooo, the Interests of the Commonwealth would be
adequately protected. Evidently the thought* upper¬
most in the minds of the Legislature and the Executive
were that the agent would collect but little, If anything,
and that the failure of the attempt should be at his ow u
risk and not at the cost of the State.
As has been previously stated, Col. McMlchsel In the

years 1862 and 1MW, filed claims of the State In the Fed¬
eral Treasury Department amounting to $1,118,410 ¡ti.
Either he or some one else represented to Gov. Curtin
that the greater part of this sum had been allowed hy
the Federal accounting authorities, and placed to the
credit of the State lu liquidation of the quota of direct
tax duo from the State to the General Government.
Hence the following statement In the annual message of
Gov. Curtin of Jan. 7,1863 : "This (the ti.94*,ii» 83 di¬
rect tax due from the State to the United Statotl waa

paid partly by the rellnqulshment of a portion of tbo
sums claimed by toe State from the Government
The portion of the State claims represented to Gov.

Curtin as having beeu allowed, aud applied to the ex¬
tinguishment of the State's quota of direct tax amounted
to »1,304.711 41. It Is painful to tie obliged to say that the
representation was founded on a misrepresentation of
the fact*, a« will be seen from tbe following oertifloatte» :

tles experienced In obtaining satisfactory certificatea.
the necessity of time and earnest effort. As a special
reason for not reporting lu any public manner
to the Executive, and for his refraining from any

?millie allusion to the subject, the agent brought forward
he following facts : All the loyal States, he said, had

claims against the General Government; the pressure In
consequent« upon the Federal accounting officers wss
very great. In view of these facts tbey had requested
him to give no further publicity to his suoceas, ss It
would only tend to Increase the pressure from the other
States for the adjustment and payment of their account»,
and that tbe final settlement of the claims of Pennsyl¬
vania would then be embarrassed and delayed. All this
seemed both reasonable and true ¡ and the Governor at
that time, having bad uo csuse to doubt the veracity or

to question the fidelity of the agent, accepted as satisfac¬
tory his representations.
The agent failed to perform hi» agreement In not pay¬

ing over "forthwith" to the State Treasurer all the
moneys he collected. Msy, 2, 1BC7, he received »78,81«- m-,
Oct. 28, 18C8, he received llOo.ftol to; Aug. 2ft, 1870, he
received $1:16,84.0 0». The Federal accounting otlii-cra, re¬

garding the agent's commission as a power of attorney,
accepted his indorsements of drafts for money- allowed
to the State in their settlement with him. The three
foregoing suma tli« agent retoluexl ae jiaymrnt of the
percentage he claimed, und concealed the fact from Gov.
Geary and the accounting officers of the State. How
coula he have done sojthe reader will Inquire, aud that
for so long » period t The rlrcmnstauoes which suggest
a satisfactory answer are these : The agent, prior to his
appointment, had filled Important positions In the busi¬
ness community, and had always been regarded as a

gentleman of Integrity. His application for the agency
was supported by a thoroughly competeut Indorsement.
His superior qualifications for the business which the
State had placed In bis hands hud been manifested In the
success of his offtirts in this work. The verbal reports of
hi» proceedings, from time to time, had been
such as were calculated to Inspire confidence. Is
It a matter of surprise, therefore, that under
these circumstances the State authorities were deceived 1
In many similar eases have the wleest and best of men
been deceived by reasons far less forcible and convincing.
Much soo has been made about ithe indorsement of the
drafts for the money allowed to the State. It was first
asserted that Gov. Geary had Indorsed them all, and
must therefore have known that the agent had In his
possession the three for which he bad failed to give any
account. This, however was soon found to be Incorrect.
The real truth Is that the Go>emor never saw nor

signed any of the drafts except the one for tiwi,".« 06,
dated Jane 23,1871. This was received by the agent at
Washington June 23, placad In tue hands of the Governor
In the City of New-York the 26th of the same month, and
was deposited by bim In the State Treasury on Monday
the 28tn. As soon as any truatworthy rumors reached
the ear of Gov. Geary that the agent badexeeeded the
humid* of his authority, and this probably to the preju¬
dice of the Interests of the State, ne addressed to Attor¬
ney-General Brewster the following communication :

Iio one Is surprised that In a matter of this kind the Dem¬
ocratic newspapers should eudeavor to Implicate all the
branches of the state Administration, but the course of
certain so-called Republican Journals tbat have labored
to screen all other officials, and lay the whole burden of
blame upon tho Governor, throwing out against him the
basest insinuations, is to all honni able men an occasion
of surprise, Indignation, aud regret.
This letter is already too long, but I cannot close with¬

out Inviting special attention to the following facts aid
circumstances, as heroin disclosed (l.) That the re¬

ports, agreement, and bond exacted of tho agent, though
nor required by the law, were evidently intended to
supply manifest delects In the Joint resolution, and there¬
by protect the Interests of the State. (2.) The only ques¬
tion in dispute, so far as the State Treasury Is concerned,
is whether the agent shall receive ton per cent for bis
compensation, the maximum authorized by the Joint
resolution. (.1.) Is not the reference in the Annual
Message of 186« proof of candid and honest action and
Intention 1 and is not the subsequent silence satisfac¬
torily explained I (».j Was not Evans " the agent
ot Gov. Güary " under the act of Congress
authorizing his appointment 1 and, If so, where Is
the criminality lu that fact, or In calling hitn sucht (S.)
The Governor never saw or handled any of the money or
drafts except one, and that one he paid In full Into the
State Treasury the second day after he received It. (A.)
It Is olear from the official certificates, all newspaper
allégations to the contrary notwithstanding, that Evans
settled and collected |1,9H».277 82 of the claims tiled by
McMlobael, after they hau been suspended and disal¬
lowed for nearly five years. (7-) Is It not apparent tbat
much of the clamor on this subject has Its animus In
some other considerations than the financial interests of
the State or the public good 1 A willingness or unwilling¬
ness to publish these facts will go far to enlighten public
opinion on this important question.
